WASHINGTON". Sept. 13.—Count von 


Bernstorff,' optimistic despite growing 
concern here over relations between 
the United States and the -central pow- 
ers, was back In Washington today for 
a conference with Secretary Lansing 
on the situation developed by the sink- 
ing of the Arabic. 
The ambassador, 


it was understood,-would begin an in- 
formal discussion with Mr. Tensing 
which would be supplementary to the 
German note on the Arabic, with the 
hope of opening the way to negotia- 
tions for an amicable adjustment. 


The German view, it was said, was 


that an agreement could be reached 
to arbitrate the-question of reparation 
for American lives lost on the ship, in- 
asmuch as the Berlin note had renewed 
assurances that submarine commanders 
had been ordered not to attack peace- 
ful liners without warning. 


Administration 
officials maintained 


silence, not only on the Arabic situ- 
ation but' on the Dumba case. 
.Nev- 


ertheless, it was understood that while 
Germany's explanation of the sinking 
of the Arabic was considered unsatis- 
factory, the United States would con- 
sent to the arbitration of the reparation 
Issue if the discussion were limited to 
the question of fact as to whether the 
submarine commander was justified in 
launching his torpedo. 
That would 


not involve general principles for which 
the Washington government has con- 
tended. 
The Berlin note declares the 


commander attacked the Arabic because 
he thought she was about to attempl 
to rarn tha submarine. 
Testimony of 


(he liner's passengers, however, tends 
to show the ship was torpedoed with- 
out warning. 


The German note on the Orduna case

Income Tax Must be 
Broadened 


LONDON", Sept. 13.—When parliament 


reassembles tomorrow Us 
principal 


concern will 'be schemes of new tax- 
ation to help in providing for the ex- 
penses of the war. 


An Increase and extension of the In- 


come tax is expected in most quarters. 
An attempt to restrict the volume of 
reports' Is urged by many public men. 
The most likely measures in this di- 
rection are large additions to the duties 
on tea, tobacco, wine, sugar and petrol 
and possibly new duties on luxuries of 
various charac.er. 


Other taxes which have been sug- 


gested-are upon railway tickets, thea- 
tres and motion pictures, automobiles 
and carriages arW employers of domes- 
tic servants. 
An increase In charges 


f&r letters, telegrams and telephones, 
all of which are under government con- 
trol, is a further possibility. 


But the greater part of the half bil- 


lion dollars or .so which the govern- 
ment hopes to add to its annual income 
will come, according to the well-in- 
formed, from the income tax. 
Most 


authorities are agreed that the Income 
tax must be broadened. 
The mini- 


mum of exemption presumably will be 
lowered and plans will be made for 
assessing the wages of as many work- 
men and small business men as earn 
more than the flat minimum 
deemed 


necessary to support existence.

DIFFICULT FOR TURKISH FORCES 


DEFENDING DARDANELLES TO 
HOLD LINES 


ATHENS, Sept. 12, via Paris, Sept. 


13, 11 a. m.—An American citizen of 
standing In. Athens has received ad- 
vices from Constantinople, which 
he 
says are trustworthy, that the position 
of the Turkish forces defending ' the 
Dardanelles is precarious-. It is 
said 


the Turkish 
front, thinned 
by

heavy losses which the fighting has 
entailed both sides, is rinding it in- 
creasingly difficult to hold the 
lines 


against the French and British.- 


Turkey's position at sea is described 


as disadvantageous. The former Ger- 
man cruisers Goeben and Breslau, re- 
named .respectively the Sultan Sellm 
and Medullu, are said to have been 
Incapacitated while the Russian fleet 
preys upon Turkish shipping. 


According to this information, Tur- 


kish affairs are under the control of 
a triumvirate with autocratic powers, 
consisting of Enver Pasha, minister of 
war, Taalat Bey, minister of the inte- 
rior, and Bedri Bey, chief of police of 
Constantinople. Dissatisfaction among

-the experts who

losing caste 


among the reading public more and 
more. Their failure is due to the fact 
that they base their 
predictions on 


their knowledge 
of 
past 
struggles, 


.while this war is like none other in 
all -history. 


A writer in the London Daily Chron- 


icle in an article entitled "The Inex- 
pertness ot War Experts" pokes a 
great deal of fun at the expert frater- 
nity. He recalls how

Mr. Lincoln has been 
T-aetor of the Kirk Street church for 
two years and a half and the an- 
nouncement of his resignation came as 
a surprise. 
Action will be taken by

The letter of resignation was as fol- 


lows: 


From the pastor to the members of 


Kirk Street church and society. Dearly 
beloved: 


After a minister has been in service, 


about 10 years he finds himself wishing 
that he might return to his theological 
seminary 
for 
post-graduate . study 


along lines which would increase his 
efficiency. The demands of the pastoral 
ofhce are so numerous as to rnr^-ke It 
extremely difficult for htm to serve a 
city church -while at the 
same 
time 


pursuing with thoroughness courses of 
study somewhat outside of his sermon 
worK. 
For some time your pastor has 


been desirous of taking up post-grad- 
uate work at Hartford Theological sem- 
inary. To do this, however, means the 
severing of our pleasant relationship 
of pastor and people. After giving this 
matter 
careful 
thought the decision 


wns made this summer to present to 
you my resignation and earnestly re- 
quest that It be accepted. The wisdom 
of this action on my part may not be 
clear to some of

must ask them to trust my judgment 
and release me for a period of study 
cr.d for service elsewhere if God wills.

country. 


Thomas A, Edison, who has already 


filgnlued his willingness to become a 
member of this board, will be perhaps 
the 
best 
known 
member. 
Orville 


Wright, the aviator, likewise has agreed 
to accept a place. 


When this committee is fully organ- 


ized any person, no matter what his 
position In life may be. will be free 
to submit any device or idea to the 


board. It will then be studied by the 
navy's civilian board. 
If the Idea or 


device Is considered at all fcnsibie one 
of tho expert officers of the navy will1 
take it jyid put It to a practical tost. 
If it proves a success the government 
will enter Into negotiations to purchase 
It. If It does not It will be tossed aside. 


May Establish Big Laboratory. 


At first this will apply only to inven- 


tions which may be of practical use in 
the naval service of the government. 
But neither Secretary Daniels nor Mr. 
Edison intends to stop here. 
What 


they are hoping for is the establish- 
ment of a great laboratory where may 
be put to a practical test all ideas and 
Inventions which may prove beneficial 
not only to the navy, but to the army 
and marine corps as well It Is the be- 
lief of Secretary Daniels that the* time 
Is not far off before euch a laboratory 
will be established by the government. 
What he and Mr. Edison are setting 
out to do Is to show congress the wis- 
dom of such a plant. 


"At the present time wa have a small 


testing station at Annapolis," said Sec- 
retary Daniels. "I am hopeful that aft- 
er the advisory committee for tho navy 
has had an opportunity to show its 
usefulness we may be able to construct 
a great experimental station. 
If \\-e 


can show congress the wisdom of ap- 
propriating for this experimental and 
development station I don't believe we 
will have much trouble In getting ap- 
propriations. 
Already I. have had let- 


ters from a number of members of con- 
gress who are pleased with the move- 
ment we have started "to get new Ideas 
for the navy. A United States senator 
told me that It was a good thing and 
he thought congress would bo glad 
to co-operate. 
Of course we have got 


to work out a definite plan before we 
can go to congress and ask for large 
appropriations." 


Edison Suggests Other Members. 


Tho first step In the organization of 


the naval advisory committee, as the 
body has already become known, was 


to aecure for Its head America's great 
Inventor, Thomas A. Edison. After Mr. 
Edison accepted the invitation of Sec- 
retary Daniels it was natural that they 
should confer as to further 
details. 


This they did. At this conference plans 
were discussed as to how the commit- 
tee should operate. The secretary also 
•received tho advice of Mr. Edison as to 
who should be invited to make up the 
committee. 


Secretary Daniels then Invited eight 


scientific societies In the United States 
each to name' two of their members for 
service on the naval advisory board of 
Inventions of which Thomas A. Edison 
Is to be chairman. 


The board will comprise at Jeast sev- 


enteen members and probably 
more, 


because It is Secretary Daniels' pur- 
pose to Invite other scientific bodies In 
addition to those already designated, to 
nominate scientists for representation 
In the body. 


Secretary Daniels decided after con- 


sultation with Mr. Edison and others 


to make appointments 
In accordance 


with recommendations made by scfen- 
tlflc societies. 
This plan was decided 


upon In the hope that It would enlist 
tho support of such bodies as a whole 
for tho general plan and avoid possi- 
bility of charges of favoritism If Mr. 
Daniels himself made the selections In 
the first Instance. 


The eight organizations chat have 


each been asked to nominate two of 
their members of the advisor}' Soard 
are tho American Society of Civil En- 
gineers. American 
Chemical society, 


American Institute of Electrical En- 
gl^icers, American Institute of Mining 
Engineers, American Mathematical so- 
ciety, American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, American Aeronautical so- 
ciety and tho Inventors' guild. 


In the societies named and In others 


to which Invitations of like purpose 
will be addressed are to he found the 
most eminent scientists of the United 
States. 
It Is the belief of Secretary 


Daniels that as Mr. Edison will head 


the advisory boarfl all organizations 
will select men of the highest caliber. 


Already some 
high naval 
officers 


have been studying every new develop- 
ment brought out by the war In Eu- 
rope and have done Important experi- 
mental work. 
This work would have 


progressed much more satisfactorily 
had these officers and__thelr expert as- 
sistants had the benefit of advico from 
civilian inventors and engineers. 


Country's Genius Available. 


"In a broad way," said the secretary 


In speaking of his committee, "the un- 
derlying Idea IB to make available the 
latent inventive genius of our~trountry 
to Improve our navy. It Is American 
inventive genius that has made practi- 
cal tho Ironclad, the submarine and 
the aeroplane. 
In one way It Is our 


greatest military asset, which In the 
past has been of more value to us than 
many regiments of troops or ships of 
the line, and I feel sure that it will 
not fall us now. Under tho stress of 
actual war conditions other countries

have taken up devices which we were 
first to appreciate and utilize and male* 
practical and, by concentrating the at- 
tention of iho best minds that th« 
countries possessed, have carried them 
to a high stage of development, and we 
should not only keep up with the pro- 
cession, but take our natural place Just 
a little ahead of. the others. 


"It would also seem necessary, fof 


the best 
results, 
that 
consultation 


should he had with the greatest in- 
ventive minds of the country In the 
working out of the most important sug- 
gestions which require special knowl- 
edge and special talent for their per- 
fection. With-ilr. Edison so willingly 
and cheerfully responding to my re- 
quest, I feel sure that the advisory 
council, when the names are announced, 
will be composed of men of such 
prominence as to make the country feel 
that what It Is posslblo for the human 


j mind to devise will be devised for our 
nnvy." 


Mr. Daniels' announcement of his In- 


tent to form the advisory committee 
which would consider Ideas has already 
resulted in a number of persons taking 
the opportunity to put forward some 
new devices or ideas. Letters are being 
received at the navy department dally 
-from all parts of the United States, 
telling of these devices and suggesting 
ideas for the improvement of the naval 
flehtlnir force.

The plain- 
tiff, an Italian who could neither read 
nor write English, had a'ked the aid 
of a compatriot in filling out a ballot. 
He wished to vote for a certain man 
as tha representative of his shop In 
the Inmates' board of delegates, but 
believed that tho defendant hart taken 
advantage of his Ignorance to sub- 
stitule the name of another candidate. 
A clo.in cut case. 
Just how It was 


decided Is of no importance. 
But It 


spells a revolution in prison methods. 
Under tho tyranny that Thomas Moll 
Osbnrne found In vogue when he took 
charge of Sing. Sing on Dec. 1. 1914. 
the Iripa of convicts having a vote on 
any question would have been con-

be trusted to try their fellows, with
